County FARM 


The County Farm continues to be one of the finest insti- 
tutions in the State, as was shown by the report of Miss 
Kinsella of the Federal Bureau of Prisons. It is super- 
vised by Mr. and Mrs. J. M. Lorden, who, for so many 
years, have made this a real home for the unfortunate ones 
in our County and we wish to pay tribute to their fine ser- 
vice, and that of their staff of assistants. As a result of 
their thoughtfulness and foresight, the entire institution 
feasted on home-grown turkeys during Thanksgiving and 
Christmas holidays. 


This coming year it will be necessary to make extensive 
general repairs to the buildings, such as painting, and re- 
building the front porch roof. As soon as possible after 
the war, your Commissioners would like to enlarge and im- 
prove the present Chapel, to accommodate the inmates more 
comfortably ; also to install a Frozen Food Locker, so that 
home-grown foods may be more economically stored and 
preserved.

At present there are 118 children boarded by the County.

REPORT OF COUNTY SOLICITOR 


To the Commissioners of Merrimack County: 


I submit herewith my report covering the period from 
January 1, 1944 to January 1, 1945. 

At the April 1944 term of the Superior Court the Grand 
Jury returned indictments against Stanley Croxford for 
concealing mortgaged property and against Norman Town- 
send for assault with intent to kill. Both pleaded guilty. 
Croxford was placed on probation and ordered to pay costs 
and make restitutions. Townsend was sentenced to State 
Prison for not more than five years and not less than three 
years and committed. 

At the October 1944 term the Grand Jury returned the 
following indictments: Charles Varney, wilfully setting fire 
to trees and brush; Charles Bryant, larceny of automobile; 
George D. Goodrich, bigamy; Paul A. Beauchesne, assault 
with intent to kill and escaping from State Prison; Paul 
Boucher, assault with intent to kill; John W. Sharkey, 
breaking and entering and larceny; Charles O. Morgan, as- 
sault with intent to commit rape; Harlan C. Nelson, break- 
ing and entering and larceny; Charles H. Valois, forgery; 
Arthur M. LeClair, statutory rape; John H. Fortune, at- 
tempted arson; Albert J. Graziano, forgery; William J. 
Cleveland, statutory rape; Ralph Morrill, statutory rape; 
Arthur D. Laroche, statutory rape; Herman Batchelder, 
statutory rape, and John McKenna, statutory rape. 

The disposition of these cases was as follows: Varney, 
tried by jury and aquitted; Bryant, not yet apprehended; 
Goodrich, awaiting trial; Beauchesne, five to seven years in 
State Prison and committed; Boucher five to ten years in 
State Prison and committed; Sharkey, three to seven years 
in State Prison suspended; Morgan, ten to fifteen years 
in State Prison and committed; Nelson, continued for sen- 
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tence and placed on probation for one year; Valois one year 
in the House of Correction, suspended, probation for one 
year and restitution; LeClair one year in the House of 
Correction and committed; Fortune, continued for sentence 
and probation for one year; Graziano, continued for sen- 
tence, probation for one year and restitution; Cleveland, 
five to seven years in State Prison and committed; Morrill, 
one year in House of Correction and committed; Laroche, 
one year and three months to three years in State Prison 
and committed; Batchelder, four to seven years in State 
Prison and committed; McKenna, tried by jury, convicted, 
one year and six months to three years in State Prison and 
committed. 

There were several appeals from decisions of Municipal 
Courts, but these were disposed of on pleas of guilty by 
the defendants involved. 

I am still of the opinion that we should have a Juvenile 
and Domestic Relations Court in New Hampshire. It 
would be beneficial if we could have such a court in opera- 
tion at the close of the war. There is good reason to antici- 
pate an increase in domestic relations cases (divorce and 
legal separations) when our servicemen return to civi! life. 
Many of these cases will involve children who in due course 
will become our juvenile delinquents. While I would not 
make the claim that such a court would prevent all delin- 
quency, it is my honest opinion that it would do more to 
eut down juvenile delinquency than any other legisla- 
tive act.
